Like the study of the Torah or the line for the Harry Pot- 
ter ride at Universal’s Islands of Adventure in Florida, the 
revisiting of Carly Rae Jepsen’s Canadian pop hit “Call Me 
Maybe” just doesn’t end. 

There are parodies, homages, rewrites, celebrity lip 
syncs and much, much more, played, collectively many 
millions of times on "YouTube . 

The most half-baked Web search you can manage will 
still turn up “Call Me Maybes” done by the Harvard base- 
ball team, by President Obama (although it’s not an of- 
ficial campaign video), by “Star Wars” characters (again, 
unofficial) and by celebrities including Justin Bieber and 
Katy Perry A parody by the U.S. Olympic swim team 
made the rounds this weekend. 

Regular people do “Call Me Maybes.” A whole genre of 
posters, in the “I Can Has Cheezburger” style, parodies 
the song and its simple animating idea: the tentative invi- 
tation to a near-stranger to initiate interpersonal contact. 

Some of these, to be sure, are amusing: the Harvard 
ballplayers’ deadpan (later elaborated on by other college 
sports teams), Cookie Monster’s sweet take on the tune, 
the enthusiasm of Perry and Bieber as they celebrate a 
lesser star’s song. Indeed, it was Bieber’s early champion- 
ing of “Call Me Maybe” that Jepsen credits with giving it 
its biggest boost. Plus, Bieber’s lip-dub video of the song 
with fellow young stars Selena Gomez and Ashley Tisdale 
in February, started this whole meme, according to know- 
yourmeme.com. 

By now, though, the scales have tipped mightily toward 
this being the most unimaginative thing you can do with 
an Internet connection, more so even than Facebook- 
stalking an ex.

Where have all the superheroes gone? This summer hasn’t been a blockbuster 
season for filming movies here, but when it comes to the small screen, Chicago is 
boss. 


NBC’s “Chicago Fire,” a scripted series about Chicago rescue squads, and Fox’s 
“Mob Doctor,” a drama about a surgeon who owes money to The Outfit, began 
filming here in July 

“Boss,” Starz’s breakout hit starring Kelsey Grammer as Chicago Mayor Tom 
Kane, and MTV’s “Underemployed,” a comedy about recent college grads, shot 
scenes here in the spring. “Underemployed” stayed through July 


“Shameless,” a show about a eccentric West 
Side family is expected to begin filming exte- 
rior shots for its third season in Chicago in Au- 
gust after filming here over the past two years. 

But this is not the filming heyday of a few 
years ago, when movies such as “The Dark 
Knight,” “Public Enemies” and “Contagion” 
called Chicago home. 

This summer, the Shia LaBeouf film about 
a crime boss, “The Necessary Death of Char- 
lie Countryman,” shot one day in Chicago in 
July. The only other movie currently filming is 
“Drinking Buddies,” an indie comedy starring 
Anna Kendrick, said Rich Moskal, head of 
the Chicago Film Office. 

“Relanxious,” a romantic comedy starring 
Olivia Wilde and Jason Sudeikis, was rumored 
to be shooting in Chicago this summer, but 
the director told the Tribune he hasn’t locked 
down dates. 

“Sometimes, things just kind of go in 
trends. I don’t think there’s any reason why 
movies are not being shot in Chicago,” Mos- 
kal said. “We’re seeing more television. ... I 


think part of it is to set a television series in 
Chicago immediately gives viewers a sense of 
where they are in the country” 

This year has been a boon for TV produc- 
tion in the city— despite losing Oprah Win- 
frey’s show last year and Rosie O’Donnell’s 
show this year. Steve Harvey, who has a radio 
show in Atlanta, will begin his talk show this 
fall on Michigan Avenue. 

Meanwhile, since opening last year in 
North Lawndale, Cinespace Chicago Film 
Studios says business has been “tremendous.” 
The studio, which boasts multiple sound- 
stages and prop storage facilities, served as 
the space for “Boss,” “Underemployed” and 
“Chicago Fire.” 

‘All the stages are full; we’re constantly 
building more stages. I’ve had phone calls 
from Los Angeles for the upcoming pilot sea- 
son,” Cinespace general manager Alex Pissios 
said. “Our goal is, at the end, to make it like a 
real backlot, give tours and just pretty much 
do what they do in Los Angeles.” 

Pissios said his company’s success has in- 


spired movie catering, lighting and camera 
businesses to set up shop nearby 

Darlene Hunt, a casting director for 
20 years, also said she’s never been busier. 

“I don’t think we’ve ever had so many se- 
ries,” said Hunt, president and co-founder 
of Extraordinary Casting in Chicago. Hunt 
said this year she has cast young adult parts 
for “Underemployed” and real-life nurses and 
doctors for “Mob Doctor.” “I think it’s a very 
exciting time,” she said. 


But not all Chicago-based productions 
have found success on the small screen. “The 
Playboy Club,” a 1960s drama about Chica- 
go’s famed club, was canceled in October af- 
ter NBC aired three episodes. A few months 
earlier, Fox dropped the cop drama “The Chi- 
cago Code” at the end of its first season. 

The Chicago Film Office estimated “The 
Chicago Code” spent about $25 million lo- 
cally

rently offers filmmakers an incentive of tax 
credits for 30 percent of local spending. 

Four years ago, the state was offering 
20 percent tax credits. The incentive was 
sweetened so Illinois could compete with 
other states for filming dollars. Michigan be- 
gan offering 42 percent tax credits in 2008. 

The Illinois measure has no expiration 
date, as opposed to previous years, when 
there was uncertainty as to whether the cred- 
its would continue. 


Moskal called the tax credit “highly impor- 
tant” to the state’s film industry Without the 
tax credit, Moskal said, the city wouldn’t have 
as much TV work. 

Pissios said the credit has been attracting 
TV work and not movie work because the 
incentive doesn’t cover out-of-state workers, 
such as high-profile actors, who tend to star in 
movies and not TV series. 

It wasn’t too long ago that Chicago was lur- 
ing megastars Angelina Jolie for “Wanted” and 


Johnny Depp for “Public Enemies.” It was the 
summer of 2007 when Batman’s crew invaded 
Chicago, tying up Lower Wacker Drive with 
Joker-Batman pursuit scenes. Film projects in 
the city have been steadily decreasing since. 

Ten movies were shot in Chicago last 
year, the most notable being “Superman: 
Man of Steel,” which filmed at Union Sta- 
tion in September and is slated for release 
next summer. 

Compare that to 2010, when 23 movies 


were filmed in Chicago including “Bad Teach- 
er,” “Source Code,” “The Dilemma,” “Trans- 
formers 3” and “The Vow.” 

Pissios said eventually when the economy 
rebounds and incentives aren’t as necessary, 
Chicago will see movie projects return. 

“If the incentives slowly disappear, they’ll 
still come. We’re a five-star hotel here. We’re 
not a Motel Six,” Pissios said. “Tou have so 
many different looks in Chicago.”

Romney gets tough 
on Iran in Israel talk 



JERUSALEM Republican 
candidate Mitt Romney; 
presenting himself as Israel’s best 
friend in the Nov 6 presidential 
election, said Sunday that “any and 
all measures” must be used to keep 
Iran from developing a nuclear 
weapon. 

A top aide said Romney would support an Israeli military 
strike if all options had been exhausted, but the candidate 
himself balked at repeating that position. 

In a foreign policy speech in Jerusalem, Romney voiced 
strong support for the alliance between the United States 
and Israel and seemed to suggest that President Obama had 
let the relationship flounder. 

“We cannot stand silent as those who seek to undermine 
Israel voice their criticisms. And we certainly should not join 
in that criticism. Diplomatic distance in public between our 
nations emboldens Israel’s adversaries,” said Romney, the 
walls of the Old City lining the hilltop behind him. 

The former Massachusetts governor was in Jerusalem on 
the second leg of a trip to strengthen his foreign policy cre- 
dentials in his race to unseat Obama. 

“We should employ any and all measures to dissuade the 
Iranian regime from its nuclear course, and it is our fervent

hope that diplomatic and economic measures will do so. In 
the final analysis, of course, no option should be excluded. 
We recognize Israel’s right to defend itself, and that it is 
right for America to stand with you,” he said. 

Though he adopted an aggressive tone, Romney did not 
go as far as his senior foreign policy advisor, Dan Senor, who 
said earlier: “If Israel has to take action on its own in order 
to stop Iran from developing that capability the governor 
would respect that decision.” 

The aide’s comments put Romney at odds with Obama’s 
efforts to press Israel to avoid any pre-emptive strike before 
tough Western economic sanctions against Iran run their 
course. 

The failure of talks between Iran and six world powers 
to secure a breakthrough in curbing what the West fears is 
a drive to develop nuclear weapons has raised international 
concern that Israel may opt for a military strike.

Chicago’s Iron Galaxy 
Studios debuts 1st original 
game, ‘Wreckateer’

Kurt Tillmanns takes two steps backward and 
throws his hands in the air while his cartoonish 
onscreen avatar corresponds by shooting a can- 
nonball smack dab into a medieval castle— leav- 
ing a pile of rubble where a tower used to be. 

“Yes! I think I’m going to get a high score!” 
Tillmanns says with a triumphant smile as he 
readies another ball of destruction into his vir- 
tual siege weapon. 

Work is anything but drudgery these days for 
Tillmanns and the 30 -plus employees of Iron 
Galaxy Studios in Lincoln Park. Even though 
they’ve been working full time on the castle- 
crashing Xbox 360 Kinect game “Wreckateer” 
for the past year and a half, they still harbor a 
sense of wonder and excitement for this pet 
project, which launched on Microsoft’s Xbox 
Live service July 25. 

“Believe it or not, right after we got codes 
{for the retail version of the game} there were 
a good eight or nine of us who went home af- 
ter work and started playing it on our Xboxs 
there,” said senior producer Chelsea Blasko, 34, 
who lives in Logan Square. “We were just excit- 
ed to play our own game live at home.” 

Former Midway technical director Dave Lang 
originally founded Iron Galaxy Studios in 2008 
as a tiny engineering-heavy outfit with a hand- 
ful of employees that provided technical elbow 
grease for other companies’ gaming projects. 
Since then, Iron Galaxy has picked up plenty of 
contract work but has remained under the radar. 

“Before they sent me an email and asked 
me to come in for an interview, I didn’t know 
who they were,” admitted Blasko, who previ- 
ously worked for local developers EA Chicago 
and Robomodo. “I had to Google them or I 
wouldn’t have known.” 

The company’s work on a launch title for the 
Xbox’s motion control peripheral Kinect led 
Microsoft to approach Iron Galaxy with the 
possibility of pitching an original game— a first 
for the studio. In January 2011, the studio came 
up with the basic concept of tossing objects at 
castles. It was originally supposed to be a quick

three- or four-month project, but Microsoft 
liked the prototype so much that it gave Iron 
Galaxy the green light to keep adding content. 

The result is “Wreckateer,” a cross between 
popular mobile game ‘Angry Birds” and the 
“Lord of the Rings” films. Instead of flinging 
disgruntled fowls with a slingshot, players use 
simple gestures to send various types of can- 
nonballs into goblin-infested castles to level 
them and rack up big points. 

“The fantasy stuff just tied in best with the 
idea we have,” said Tillmanns, 28, of Raven- 
swood. ‘At first we had this idea where it was all 
sci-fi and you were going through time, but we 
liked the idea of having this big siege weapon 
instead. It was the best excuse we could come 
up with blowing lots of stuff up.” 

Microsoft is banking heavily on the mass ap- 
peal of “Wreckateer.” The game made the gam- 
ing giant’s sizzle reel at this year’s E3 conference 
and is the featured title for Xbox’s “Summer of 
Arcade” promotion. 

With that added attention comes higher 
expectations for Iron Galaxy general manager 
Eddie Caparaz said. 

“I think there’s a lot of pressure on us be- 
cause it is our first original title. You don’t want 
your first one— our baby— to fall flat,” said Ca- 
paraz, 42, who lives in the South Loop. “But I 
think now, looking at the game we’ve made, I 
think we were up to the challenge. I can’t say 
how well it’s going to sell, but the quality should 
be there.”
